At Shelbyville, on Saturday after- 
noon, during the progresa of a Repub- 
lican meeting, which was addressed by 
Ben Haarison, and a Greenback meet- 
'ing addressed by Congressman De La 
Matyr, a gang of Republican roughs 
incited a riot, which was quelled 
after great difficulty by Sheriff Mc- 
Corkle and a posse of men. The 
Sheriff then left the scene, and while 
walking down 
the street he was 
deliberately murdered in cold blood 
by a Republican named 
Edward 
Keiuiedy. The ball fired by Kennedy 
struck the Sheriff in the breast and 
i 
)asS6d through the upper part of the 
eft liing, resulting in his death yes- 
terday morning at 9 o'clock. Ken- 
nedy wáá goaded to the com- 
miesitm 
of 
the 
terrible 
deed 
^y his brother and a gang of 
Republicans who were all drunk. 


After the shooting Kennedy walked 
leisurely east on Broadway, and on 
reaching the first alley he disappear- 
ed. No traces of lus whereabouts 
have been obtained which will lead 
to his capture. Hundreds of rumors 
fill the air as to the course he took, 
which, when traced, only misled, and 
thus far have proven abortive. A 
report reached the Democrat ofBce 
shortly after nightfall last evening 
that the boy had been seen and iden- 
tified by a number of farmers in 
Washington Township,ten miles south 
of the city, but the report lacks con- 
firmation. 
Mounted men are ecouring 
the county in all directions, and if he 
is in the County his apprehension is a 
question of only a few hours. 


Kennedy is the third son of a res- 
'[pectable furniture man of that city, 
and is scarcely more than seventeen 
years of age. His older brother, 
Gilbert, is a notorious character, and 
aided and abetted the younger man 
in the commission of the fight which 
first led Mr. McCorkle to attempt 
their arrest. Strangely enough, Mr. 
McCorkle has recently befriended his 
assassin, having employed him in the 
Democratic drum corps, and other- 
wise aided him. 
' The city is shrouded in gloom, and 
dozens of telegrams are constantly be- 
ing received by Mr. W. S. Ray, Mc- 
Corkle's partner, while hundreds of 
the best citizens of the county, irre- 
spective of party, denounce the hor- 
rible transaction in the severest lan- 
§uage. The court house is heavily 
raped in mourning, and flags at half 
mast depend from other public build- 
i^gs. 


The remains will lie in state at the 
court house to-morrow, thus affording 
all to get a last view of their kind 
hearted friend. The burial will take 
•place at two o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon. 


A rumor is new current that the 
murderer has been caught at or near 
Flat Rock, a small station on the J. 
M. and L. Road, about twelve miles 
southwest of here. This has given a 
new impetus to the intense excitement 
already eiisting. The cooler heads 
' have so far been able to prevent any 
violent demonstration, and the day 
has passed off without violence. From 
an early hour until late to night large 
numbers of people could be seen 
gathered together at almost every 
street corner. The court house yard, 
adjoining the residence of the sheriff, 
lias been packed all day. 


To-day is set for the la-it grand rally 
of the campaign. As is always the 
^ ease, thousands were expected. Now, 
'the news of the dastardly and coward- 
ly murder having reached every por- 
tion of the coanty, every Democrat 
'will be here. Our greatest hope cen- 
ters around ^vernor Hendricks. No 
man living' can do more than he to 
prevent an outbreak. His conserva- 
tive and timely counsels will be like 
oil upon troubled waters. They will 
strangely contrast with the malignant, 
inflammatory and ill timed remarks 
of General Harrison, made here on 
Saturday. B e grew furious and livid 
with rage; he denounced Deinocrats 
bitterly and unstinted. 
Democrats 
h^ve not forgotten the similar speech 
he made here in 1876, followed by the 
negro riot on the same evening, when 
our town became a scene of pillage 
and bloodshed. 


When McCorkle received the fatal 
wound he asked his physician if he 
might send for his attorney to draw 
up his will, as he had a poor, old 
mother, whom he wished to provide 
for, not once stopping to ask the doc- 
tor of his own condition and probable 
recovery or death.

NEW YORK, Oct. 11.—The National

$174,000; total, $202,000, to be used 
only on Tuesday next, the 12th.

T E R R I B L E 
C O L L I S I O N . 


Twenty-One Persons 
Killed and 
Many Wounded on the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad. 


PmsBFRGH, Oct. 11.—A frightful 
collision occurred on the Pennsylvania 
railroad, near 
the Twenty-eighth 
street crossing,shortly before midnight 
yesterday morning. Nine people were 
killed outright, and eleven more have 
died since, making in all twenty 
deaths, while as many more are dan- 
gerously hurt, whom physicians say 
cannot recover. In addition to those 
there aie a large number who are but 
slightly injured. The first section of 
the Walls accommodation going East, 
left the Union depot at 11:30 p. m., 
having a large crowd of passengers, 
who had been to the city to partici- 
pate in the closing exercises of the 
Exposition and to witness the Demo 
cratie demonstration. 
The back plat- 
form was so crowded that the head- 
light on the second section, following, 
could not be seen. The first section 
stopped at the regular station, Twenty- 
eighth street, where they were delayed 
on account of another train which was 
in the next block. The second sectìón 
came along at a good speed, but 
owing to the crowds on the back plat- 
form of the first section the signal 
lights were hidden from view, and 
consequently the engineer of the séc- 
ond section did not see the train 
ahead of him until he was so near to 
it that his train could not be checked 
in time to arrest a collision, and the 
engine went crashing into the rear 
coach of the first section, as packed 
as it was with human beings. Among 
those unfortunates the engine buried 
itself to the very car windows in 
among screaming, suffering men, wo- 
men and children, mangling all who 
were in its course. The boiler head 
of the colliding>'engine was bursted 
off by the shock, and scalding water 
and steam poured over the occupants 
of the car as it bent on completing 
the horrible work that had gone be- 
fore. It is impossible to describe the 
fearful scene that 
followed. The 
moans of dying and wounded, and 
the shrieks of those who had lost 
their friends was frightful. 


The name of the engineer of the 
second locomotive is Julius Huly, and 
that of the fireman, Rambo. 
Both 
are residents of Pittsburg, and es- 
caped uninjured, 
notwithstanding 
they stuck to the engine when it 
ploughed through the rear car of the 
other train.

KÌate Torley, daughter of John Tor- 
ley, aged sixteen, scalded ; Miss Jessie 
Simcax, Pittsburg, aged sixteen, in- 
halation of steam ; Annie M. Schuster, 
Kttsburg, aged twenty-two, inhala- 
tion of steam; Melton H. Edwards, 
son of Hon. Matthew Edwards, aged 
twenty-five, scalded and inhalation; 
Miss Dorah Taylor, Pittsburg, about 
twenty-two, inhalation of steam ; Jas. 
O'Neal, Calif rnia. Pa., died this 
morning from scalds received, aged

The engine and three cars were badly 
broken. 


An old Democrat ot Boone connty 


Killed ny a Republican Roagli. 
Two men, J. R. Jones and E. A. 
McCaslin, of Brownsburg, Hendricks 
county, came yesterday evening to 
the Sentinel office, and gave an account 
of a foul and most unnatural murder 
in Boone county. For reckless cruel- 
ty and villainy of purpose it trans- 
cends any of the late atrocities. The 
murder was committed one and a half 
miles west of a place called Spickle 
Point, Harrison 
Township, Boone 
county. A political discussion be- 
tween William Toney, a Democrat, 
and the husband of his step daughter, 
Charles Allen, a Republican, termina- 
ted in Allen knocking Toney down.

and felled him to the earth. He 
picked himself up and started for 
home, swearing that he would procure 
his guuj return and kill the whole 
copper-head crew. The Toney's, it 
appears, were anticipating ne further 
trouble, and in the mean time had 
eaten supper, when Allen returned, 
armed with a rifle, and taking a 
fatally deliberate aim, shot the old 
gentleman dead. Being 75 years of 
age, and quite feeble, his death was 
almost instantaneous. 
The murderer 
then escaped across the fields, and up 
to the last report had not yet been 
overhauled and arrested. The de- 
ceased was known as a quiet, peace- 
able citizen, and his death—for he 
had attained an age that commands 
respect—under 
any circumstances 
would have been deplored.' The sad 
affair occurred about 6 o'clock Satur- 
day evening. 


A Murder Hbronded in Mystery. 
CINCINNATI, Oct. 11.—About ten 
o'clock on Saturday night Charles 
Bluett, a young man living with his 
widowed mother at 216 Sycamore 
street, was found dead on the door- 
step of Notre Dame Convent, on 
Sixth, near Broadway. The blood was 
issuing from his mouth, and the phy- 
sician who saw him called it death 
from hemorrhage. 
Being unknown, 
he was taken to the morgue.

the Coroner found he had been stab- 
bed in the breast and died from inter- 
nal hemorrhage. There is no clue to 
the murderer.

So open and unconcealed is the pur- 
pose of the Republicans to perpetrate 
every conceivable fraud upon the bal- 
lot in the ensuing election, that we 
are impelled to address to you this 
note of warning and instruction. 


In the first place, in every Precinct 
where the Trustee or Inspector is a 
Republican, do not fail to select keen, 
watchful and sober Democrats of in- 
tegrity and sagacity for Judge and 
Poll Clerk, and not later than on 
Monday before the election present 
their names for appointment. Should 
the Trustee or Inspector refuse to ap 
point the persons so designated, it 
will be clear evidence of intended 
fraud, and your vigilance mut,t be re- 
doubled.

Look carefully after double or 
"fantail" voting. This can only be 
done with the complicity of the In- 
spector. Watch his manner of receiv- 
ing tickets, and it will indicate 
whether he is doing his duty hon- 
estly. 


Any attempt on the part of an 
Inspector to fold the ends of a ticket 
together, so as to put it into the box 
double, thus leaving a crease in the 
ticket, is suspicious. Any unneces- 
sary handling of the ticket, under 
pretense of folding it, means probably 
that he is crossing out the first name 
on the ticket with a pencil concealed 
ut der his nail or elsewhere. Be watch- 
ful of every act which is not open and 
necessary. 


After the voting is finished, it is 
necessary that your vigilance should 
not be relaxed for a moment. 
Boxes 
similar in appearance are sometimes 
substituted for the real ballot box. 
No opportunity must be given for 
this. Avail yourselves in all cases of 
the rights the law gives you, and have 
your two watchers where they can see 
the whole canvass. Let one of them 
attend to the calling off of the tickets, 
and the other to the tallying. 
A few 
mistakes in tallying, by which Demo- 
cratic tickets are credited to Republi- 
can candidate?,' are easy to be made, 
if the clerks are unreliable. Cases 
have been known too, in which the 
Insp3ctor has inadvertently called off

See to it that no such mistakes occur 
at your polls.

The announcement on Saturday 
that Hon. John P. Irish, Iowa's gifted 
son, would speak at the Academy in 
the evening, was sufficient to pack 
that large structure with an audience 
that filled every available space in it. 
A goodly portion of the fair sex was 
in attendance, and thos^ unacquainted 
with the nature of the meeting would 
be led to suppose that a play of unus- 
ual excellence was about to be pre- 
sented. 
The distinguished speaker 
of the evening, during his last visit 
to this city, made a decided hit 
and every one was anxious to hear 
him again. We do not deem it an 
exaggeration to say that Mr. Irish is 
one of the most gifted stump speak- 
ers ever heard in this city. A vein of 
quiet humor pervades all his remarks, 
and his manner of delivery is most 
pleasing. His fund of satire is inex- 
haustible, and he draws upon it con- 
stantly, to the eminent delectation of 
his hearers. He was introduced by 
Hon. F. P. Randall, who has perform- 
ed this service for almost every ora- 
tor who has spoken here thus far. The 
appearance of the speaker was the 
signal for a spontaneous burst of ap- 
plause, which arose from every part 
of the house, and continued for seve- 
ral minutes.
